MARSHAL FOCH AND THE 
“PEACE TREATY. 


A French Account of the 
Conference. 


Another contribution to the 
inner history of the Paace Con. 
ference is supplied by one of 
those who took part in it, M: 
Andre Tardied. 2 member of the 
Chamber of Deputies and an 
officer in the French Arms, in 

“Tho Truth about the Treaty,” 
published by Messrs. Hodder and 
Stoughton. In a foreword, Colo- 
nel House speaks of M. Tardieu 

“the one nearly indispensable 
man at the Conference.” and 
observes thai there is no French- 


[man, save M. Clemenceau, who 


Can write with so much authority 
concerning the Treaty. 


Mr. Tardieu corabats the notion 
that the Treaty was’ hurriedly 
improvised and “thrown together 
by four fallible and ill-informed 
men, closeted in’ a dark reom, 
who imposed upon the world their 
whim eslaw.” Asa matter of fact, 
it was discussed for six months by 
fifty-eight technical commissions, : 
upon which sat the foremost |°f 
specialists of exch country. For 
the first six weeks. however, no 
headway was made, everybody 
having got into the habit. of| 
making speeches. and it. was 
decided to narrow the circle. 
That was the origin of the Council 
of Four. Signor Orlando, how-| 
ever, spoke bart little: I:aly’s 
interest wag far too much con- 
fined to thé question of Fiume, 
aod her sbare in aihe debates was 
too limited __ & _ result.

British Financiér’s Prediction. 
“To an interview with a. re- 
thtive af tho Press Associa- 
tion, Sir Edward Mackay. Edger, 
the well-known merchant banker 
and industrialist, who has just 
returned from a month's visit to 
the United States, draw w picture 
of the extraordinary combination 
of difficulties with which Ameri- 
cans ate contending. 
ways conditions over there, in 
bis opinion, are less promising 
thao here, and he believes that in 
five years this country ought to 
be a bigger figure than ever in 
lgjernational commerce and 
ffagnce if only. we play our cards 
with reasonablé skill. . 
“To go over to America these 
days,” said Sir Edward, “is toget 
something of a shock. One is 
very quickly made to realise that 
tho effects of the war and par- 
ticularly the slump in trade and 
the fsll-in the price of commod- 
ities have hit America simost 
harder than any other country.” 


Hf anybody pictures America 
as an economic or industrial 
paradise, rolling in wealth as a 
result of the war, ha is very 
much out of his reckoning. If 
anybody feels that we in Britain 
hace abont a’l we can bear let 
him go to the United States and 
fearn that other countries have 
troubles enough of their own. 


“America has two and a-half 
times our population acd far 
greater resources. She will pall 
through her present difficulties 
bayond a doubt, bat while thay last 
they are sovere. I wish her, overy 
sensible Englishman must wish 
her, a speedy and successful exit. 
Commercially, the interests of 
the two coantries march together, 
acd I am a much stronger 
believer in Anglo-American co- 
operation in commerce and 
firiance than in politics. We suffer 
from America’s trade depression 
alrost as much as she suffers 
herself and we are equally con- 
cerned with ber in seeing that 
it is ended as soon as possible. 


” A litle while ago it looked as 
though America might prove a 
formidable competitor in inter- 
national finance. in foreign trade, 
and in the ocean carryiog trade. 
The event has proved otherwise, 
America bad the money but she 
hadnottheexperience; and money 
by itgelf is as’ meaningless as 
maoure unless you know how to 
use it as a fertiliser. We in 
Great Britain bave had to pay 
dearly in the past for that know- 
ledge. The Americans in the 
past rear or two have had to pay 
more dearly still. But they have 
learned their lesson, though at a 
very stiff price—the lesson, I 
mean, that America cao be pros- 
perou: and contented even 
though ste takes little part in 
international finance, and hand- 
les as foreign trade no’ larger 
relatively than she had before 
the war, and even though ber 
Mercantile Mariog proves adead 
loss. These things are not neces- 
sary to America as they are tous. 


“Naturally Americans are dis- 
appointed that so many of their 
war-time hopes have not been 
realised, But they ate a san- 
‘guine, bard-working sensible 
peopla, and they never stay in 
the damps for lonv. Their tand- 
ency now 1s to cat loose from 
foreign adventures and to con- 
centrate on domestic problems, 
of which there are enongh and to 
spare. They have rather burat 
their fingers by entering spheres 
of commerce and finance which | 
they did not really understand, 
and they are now very wisely 
putting their own house in order.

‘In Monday's issue we had something to say about 
pilferage being attributable to a lessened regard for law 
‘and order consequent upon the war, and that sueb’ is 
largely the case canuot. we think, well be doubted. The 
jodicial statistics for England and Wales published last 
month encourage the belief that this is a class of crime 
which stands apart. for there is a decidedly encouraging 
appearance abont the data. On the day upon which the 
Great War started the number of prisoners undergoing 
penal servitude approached 3.u0U. On March | ot this 
year the total—excluding Sinn Feiners, who in this sense 
may be classed as political offenders—was less than 1,400, 
so that the number had been reduced by U per cent. or more. 
An eloqnent sequel has’ been the closing: of Portland and 
several uther prisons. ” ; 

This satisfactory diminution is attributed in a sub- 

_ -Stantial degree tu the Borstal system for the treatment of 
_ youthful delinquents without introducing thein to acriminal 
atmosphere. itis calculated that 73 per cent. of these 
young people are permanently reformed. Except that there 
was an increase of juvenile offenders during the war. due 
to the absence of fathers with the forces, and largely 
remedied after the Armistice, the statistics show a drop for 
the war period.

Dr, Nansen's appeal to the 
people of the British Empire an 
behalf of the starving millions of 
Russians should need no stress- 
ing. It talla of a calamity without 
parallel, one that challangea the 
vary heart of the world. And Dr. 
Nansan, mindful at the spirit of 
British peoples in faco of distress, 
has couched his appeal in con- 
fidentterms. The British Rossian 
Famine: Metief Fund, under the 
Presidency of the Lord Mayor of 
London, has listened to. that 
appeal and ia attempting to con- 
solidata British effort under its 
auspices. Contributions from all 
over the Empire are solicited and 
the monies from separate 
Dominions and Colonies will re 
main quita distinct and ear- 
marked, but would be merged into 
the. British effort so as to 
keep it a united one. There 
are fall guarantees regarding the 
entry into Russia of tha relief 
committee and the distribution of 
supplies. There we have. in brief, 
full machinery for assisting the 
millions of fellow Earopeana who 
are face ta face with untold 
misery and horror, and the ques- 
tion which we asked before re- 
garding Hongkong saems to have 
ripened into an imperative inter- 
rogation. There is no excuse for 
us if we fail to act. The facts 
are clearenough, the machinery 
ig all in existence; it is just a 
matter whether we are going 
to heed the cry of agonised 
Europe or whether we are going 
on with our. bathing, ourdanciog, 
and our pleasures and leave 
Russia to take care of herself. 
We do most seriously suggest 
that the Hongkong Government 
should officially move in the 
matter, or that the IJsading 
Societies here, like the St. An- 
drew’s and the S:. George's, 
should combine in the issue of an 
appeal, That generous. public 
support would ba forthcoming we 
have not the slightest doubt. All 
that we need is an appeal over 
the imprimatur of some respon- 
sible body. Will those in whose 
bands resis the power of action, 
pleass.act? : 


.|A Deeper Reason...” 


Apart altogether from the 
irresistible appeal that the plighr 
of fellow human beings makes to 
the average man, there is a deeper 
reason why we should join in the 
great work of saving Russia. 
Europe has been tom by its 
sorrows Idng enough and hn- 
manity can never hope to 
regain its “pre-war status of 
peace and plenty withoct a 
concerted and sympathetic effort 
on the part of all.

felt for generations. Those who 
look into the future ‘can 
see the day coming when ‘the 
white races of the world; 
auless they change their policy 
of suicidal strife, will bave 
weakened themselves to the 
verge of becoming the subservient 
races of the world. Sharing o 
somewbat common history—at 
Teast an intertwined history— 
the nations of Europe, instead of 
realising that their common gnod 
was of greater importance than. 
their individaal advantages, have 
made the story of Europe one of 
strife aod exhaustion. How long 
is it going to ba before there comes 


post-war conditions asserted themselves. It is cheering to 
read that in 1910. the first peace year. the number of people 
charged with indictable offences was the lowest of. any 
year during the present century. The distinction conveyed 
- “by the expression “ indictable offences” is important, as it 
- signifies that the decrease occurred in the worse kinds of 
crime a8 compared with minor breaches of the law such as 
’ ean be dealt with by courts of summary jurisdiction, 

Some features are less satisfactory. Crimes of violence 
showed an increase as compared with 1017, and there was 
a very large increase in the number of bigamy cases,as 
compared with the last pre-war year. Even then. there 
were fewer cases of the first kind than in 1913, while in 
regard to bigamy the condition of thetimes w rmal.. 
It may be—such an impression has come upon us more than 
once in reading judgments during the last year or two—that 
the Bench 1s more lenient in these days. So lopg as the 
quality of mercy iz: not strained too far, this is to be 
” accepted us a sign of greater Lhumapeness in (be adminis- 
tratiou of justice. Considering the increave. of crime that 
followed earlier wars, itis a sign for rejoicing that we
